ARE HOLDING ON TD 


THEIR BONUS BONDS 


Washington, Ju ne 16 
(JP) — 
Treasu ry reports d isclosed tod ay 
th at abou t one-fou rth of the v et­ 
erans who receiv ed bonu s bond s 
a y ear ago still are hold ing them. 
It was on Ju ne 16, 1936, th a t 
postmen, greeted by smiling v et­ 
erans, started hand ing ou t the 
bond s. W ithin two weeks, the 
u x -serv ice men sent $7 44,235 ,600 
of the obligations back to th e 
gov ernment 
in 
ex change 
for 
cash. 
Up to last Satu rd ay , the treas­ 
u ry reported , it had issu ed $1,- 
808,281,150 of bond s to abou t 3,- 
000,000 v eterans. Of the bond s, 
$1,4 04 ,105,7 50, or abou t 7 7 per 
cent, had been ex changed for 
cash. 
The bonu s pay ment was cred ­ 
ited by some economists with 
erasing the u su al seasonal bu si­ 
ness slu mp last su mmer. A com­ 
merce d epartm ent report on na­ 
tional income said the d istribu ­ 
tion had “a d irect and signifi­ 
cant influ ence u pon pu rchasing 
power in 1936,” bu t d id not at­ 
tempt to ev alu ate this influ ence. 
Officials said it wou ld be im­ 
possible to trace the bonu s pay ­ 
ments throu gh specific channels 
of ind u stry . They ad d ed th at 
some v eterans who cashed th eir 
bond s probably d eposited the 
money in banks or in the postal 
sav ings sy stem. Both bank and 
postal sav ings d eposits climbed 
after the bonu s pay ment. 
Treasu ry officials said they ex ­ 
pected most of the v eterans who 
hav e not alread y cashed their 
bond s will retain them u ntil m a­ 
tu rity on Ju ne 15, 194 2. 
It is likely , they said , th at the 
former sold iers who hav e kept 
the obligations^ this long are 
hold ing them for the 3 per cent 
interest y ield , which is not paid 
if the bond s are red eemed prior 
to m atu rity .

to be a scientific possibility . 
The fact tha t some tissu es of 
the body are capable of fu nc­ 
tioning hou rs after the 
heart 
stops beating cau sed Dr. Alv arez, 
a m em ber of the div ision 
of 
medicine of the May o clinic, Ro­ 
chester, Minn., to mak e the su g­ 
gestion. 
Reporting in the q u arterly re­ 
v iew of biology , pu blished here 
on a stu dy he had m ade, he said: 
“Some day , when we learn how 
to prev ent the au toly sis (break ­ 
ing down of their own accord) of 
transplanted 
organs, 
su rgeons 
will be seek ing for the best 
m ethods of preserv ing 
tissu es 
remov ed from healthy persons 
who hav e m et su dden death. Al­ 
ready the Ru ssians are ex peri­ 
m enting w ith red blood cells re­ 
mov ed from the dead, su ch cells 
being k ept on ice u ntil needed 
for transfu sion.” 
Dr. Alv arez fou nd tha t the 
tim e between stoppage of cir­ 
cu lation and irreparable disin­ 
tegration of the tissu es ranged 
from a few m iiiu tes in the high­ 
er centers of the brain to sev er­ 
al hou rs in certain nerv e fibres 
of the abdomen. Some m u scu lar 
tissu e, he reported, had 
been 
made to su rv iv e for ev en day s, 
the period depending som ewhat 
on tem peratu re and other fac­ 
tors. 
He saw this point as being of 
interest to the hu m an race for 
a nu m ber of reasons. Before go­ 
ing into the possibility of body 
grafting, he su ggested: 
“ When a 
man 
has 
hanged 
himself, o r has been submerged 
in water, o r ex po sed to carbo n 
mo no x ide gas, o r has apparently 
been kiled by an electric sho ck 
o r an o v erdo se o f chlo ro fo rm, the 
questio n arises: Ho w so o n must 
the heart be put in mo tio n again 
if resuscitatio n is to be effected 
fo r a seco nd as the centrifugal 
co mplete? Unfo rtunately , there 
hav e been many cases in which, 


after artificial respiration had 
been carried on for a time, the 
heart and lu ngs resu m ed their 
work bu t the blood retu rned too 
late to the brain, and the patient 
either rem ained comatose for 
sev eral hou rs and then died or 
else wok e to find later tha t his 
brain was badly inju red.” 
Remov al of the blood from the 
brain, Dr. Alv arez pointed ou t, 
resu lts in instant loss of con­ 
sciou sness. He cited an u nu su al 
ex ample in the fact tha t an av ia­ 
tor, “whizzing arou nd a ply on in 
the international speed races, or 
straightening ou t a fte r a long 
div e, ‘black s ou t’ or goes blind 
and u ltim ate recov ery is to be 
force pu lls too m u ch of the blood 
ou t of his brain.”

It cau ses seriou s 
sick ness and death when it is 
breathed becau se the blood ab­ 
sorbs it in preference to ox y gen. 
The arm y air corps has fou nd 
tha t fiv e-thou sandths of one per 
cent in the air breathed in the 
cock pit'or cabin of an airplane 
is dangerou s and the danger in­ 
creases w ith altitu de becau se in 
rarefied atm osphere the percen­ 
tage of ox y gen in relation to car­ 
bon monox ide is m aterially less.
